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RACE DISCRIMINATION TO BE BANNED . . . 
Building Unions Agree 
To Take More Negroes MORE

Miami Beach, Fla. 
— An 
agreement to admit more Ne­ 
groes to building trades union 
and to prohibit racial discrim­ 
ination was reached Tuesday 
by 18 AFL-CIO unions and 
Labor Secretary W. Willard 
Wirtz. 
The unions, who have long 
been the target of racial dis­ 
crimination charges, pledged 
to recruit young Negroes ac­ 
tively for union apprenticeship 
job training programs and to 
work with “ responsible” civil 
rights groups to carry out the 
program. 
Wirtz praised the agreement 
and said he will continue to 
carry out Labor Department 
antidiscrimination 
r u l e s 
“ without change or amend­ 
ment.” 
Had Been Opposed 
The unions, which took final 
action on the agreement here 
Tuesday, previously had bit­ 
terly opposed proposals by 
some Labor Department of­ 
ficials to stiffen the regula­ 
tions. 
Wirtz also said that any con­ 
flict between government ac­ 
tions 
on 
antidiscrimination 
reflatio n s of the Labor De­ 
partment and actions of the 
Office of Federal Contract 
Compliance, will be settled by 
Undersecretary of L a b o r 
Jam es J. Reynolds. 
C. J. Haggerty, president of 
the AFL-CIO Building and 
Construction Trades Depart­ 
ment, said the agreement is 
aimed at “ preventing any pos­ 
sible discrimination in the op­ 
eration of local unions.” 
3.5 Million Members 
The 18 construction unions 
have 8,500 locals throughout 
the nation with a total of some 
3.5 million members. 
The unions pledged to help 


er Tuesday pledged to help 
federal officials work out such 
problems as training slum- 
dwellers for jobs and solving 
union jurisdictional di.sputes 
growing out of President John­ 
son’s program to .start re­ 
building the cities. 


They voted “ full support” 
for a White House committee 
set up to establish procedures 
for the federal model cities 
program, Haggerty said. 


While the two actions were 
not directly related, the agree­ 
ment on the model cities pro­ 
gram and the Labor Depart­ 
ment agreement were aimed 
in part at opening more union 


construction jobs to Negroes 
and other minority groups.

The last 
Animal Fatalities Top 
1,500 Mark During '6 7 


There were over 1,500 ani­ 
mal fatalities on L i n c o l n 
streets last year. 
This figure, according to 
Lincoln Humane Society su­ 
perintendent Bernard Patton, 
could be greatly reduced if 
Lincolnites would keep their 
pets confined. 
In a report presented at the 
annual meeting of the Hu­ 
mane Society Tuesday, Pat­ 
ton said that almost all of the 
1,546 dead animals picked up 
last year were found on city 
streets. The total included 598 
dogs and showed an increase 
of about 200 from 1966. 
The shelter handled 11.880 
animals in 1967, compared 
with 10,701 in 1966. Among 
other categories, the 1967 fig­ 
ure included 1,427 animals 
placed in homes, over 600 
boarders, and 2,914 stray ani­ 
mals. 
Patton said the new shelter 
had allowed him to expand 
his activities. But he added

monthly fee to a maximum 
$280. 
Under the existing regula­ 
tions, officials note that this 
$280 fee has created 
s o m e 
problems because 
some of 
the small homes which can 
qualify only as care homes, 
are not worthy of the maxi­ 
mum fees which many are 
charging.

have a windmill ag ain.’ 
“ At one t i m e we didn’t 
have any wells here,” she ex­ 
p lained. “Everybody had to 
g o to the windmill to g et wa­ 
ter.”

Sighs of relief may well he heard today in many direc­ 
tions as a reaction to City Council approval of business 
7,oninc in Gateway at about tl2nd and O for Sears. Hoebuck and 
Co The general feeling of late has been that Sears would 
get the zoning and now the climax is past 
11 will not be the end of i.inroln or of dowmtown nor will 
it be the end of the rainbow for Sears or Gateway . Tlu.s 
development will take place and adjustment.s for it will be 
made m all those sectors of the community affected by it. 
Rut we hav e sHhstanHally altered the future course of 
ev ents and. at least, stepped up the timetable of tomor­ 
row’s dev elopments. The (Tty ( oiinell, we firmly believ e, 
made a mistake hut there is no longer much point In ar­ 
guing that. 


Hasieally . Sears got what it wanted becau.se it is big 
and influential, had a lot of other influence witfi it and had 
just enough practicality to its case to provide the rational­ 
ization needed by the council to take the action it did. 
And 
this is prcci.sely how the nex t problem of thl.s 
kind Will come .dong. Who it will be, no one knows, but 
the council is unrealistic, in our v iew, to think that it has 
now dom- all it is going to do. even at Gateway . 
For one thing, there is a good (luestion as to what the 
courts might do if further zoning in Gateway would be taken 
to them The one thing zoning cannot be is arbitrary and 
there is reason to suggest that tfiis is the category in which 
the Sears change falls 
None uf the reasons given for approving the Sea n 
cha nge adds np to good zoning, but rather, to a prac­ 
tical sulii‘i'>t In a problem. One way or another, Seari 
was going to move and the pressure of that was greater 
than the strength of the zoning laws. 
Gut there arc other l)ig retail operators and we wonder 
what will happen when they come into the picture with 
support from some of the leading citizens, a capable legal 
representativ e and promises of big pay rolls and big spending. 


And when lesser lights .seek wiiat they want, per­ 
haps in the courts, what will be their fate? Recently denied 
was a proposed change at the northwest corner of 70th 
and O, a i>art of the so-called “ iron triangle” on which 
Scars will be located. 
How valid that denial Is seems a debatable question 
at this point. How can residential zoning for the remainder 
of the land in that area be maintained, surrounded as It is 
with business operations, industry , arterial streets and a 
railroad track. 
And as (iateway grows, the arterials mentioned will 
become inadequate, as well as feeder streets into the area. 
The city will be called upon to provide the street capacity 
to handle this increased traffic burden. 
Pressures are now all the greater for the opening of 
Stevens Creek area to residential development, a further 
compounding of problems in the area of public serv ices.

WASHINGTON - Cumber- 
some, regressiv e, awkward, 
unenforceable — these are 
the more polite denuncia­ 
tions of President J ohnson’s 
proposed tax on t r a v e l . 
Whether Congress will adopt 
the lev y in the form put for­ 
ward by the Treasury is 
questionable. 
In Western Europe this is 
not an academic question. 
For a half-dozen countrios 
the tourist dollar supplies the 
margin of essential foreign 
ex change. What is more, if 
American trav el outside the 
hemisphere is substantially 
cut back, the recession that 
has slowed economic growth 
in Europe will in all prob­ 
ability be accentuated. 
Economists are f e a r f u l 
that it will bring reprisals, 
hastening a trend already 
ev ident toward the kind of 
tariff walls and a struggle 
for national self-sufficiency 
that spelled disaster in the 
early ’30s. In some instances 
—France is one — the United 
States has a favorable tiade 
balance offset in part by the 
spending of the American 
tourist. 
Italy in 1966 had a favor­ 
able tourist balance of $119 9 
billion. This represents t h e 
total spent by foreign tour­ 
ists ov er 
and 
above the 
amount of spending by Ital­ 
ian trav elers abroad. F or 
Austria the figure was $420,- 
000,000; for Greece, $102,000,- 
000; for Portugal, $178 ,000,- 
000. The figures come from 
the report on tourism by the 
Organization for Economic 
Ck)operation a n d Develop­ 
ment. In each country the 
tourist supplies the differ­ 
ence between a favorable 
trade picture and the ability 
to import necessities 
and 
belt-tightening checking the 
flow of imports.

A report based on Depart­ 
ment of Commerce figures 


shows the American tourist 
making a relaUvely small 
contribution to these fav or­ 
able balances. For Italy , for 
ex ample. Commerce p u t s 
American spending in 1966 at 
$153,000,000. The Italians put 
it at nearly twice that — 
$28 5,000,000. 
Many Eun^ean countries 
are putting a determined ef­ 
fort into increasing tourism 
from the United States. They 
have inv ested in advertising 
and various forms of pro­ 
motion to attract not only 
Americans b u t West Ger­ 
mans and other inv eterate 
trav elers. ’The A m e r i c a n 
trav el ban — if it is effec­ 
tiv e — will slow if not halt 
this spending stream. 
Greece has developed an 
Impressive t ou r i s t boom 
with thousands of new ho­ 
tel rooms av ailable on the 
principal Greek islands. A 
decline In revenue from tour­ 
ism would coincide with the 
return of many of the half­ 
million Greeks working in 
Western E u r op e , notably 
West Germany , as a result of 
the recession there. The tour­ 
ist trade began to hurt from 
the colonels’ coup of nearly 
a y ear ago with Americans 
hesitating as a result of the 
initial harsh measures pro­ 
posed by the dictatorship. 
Spain with a marked re­ 
cession would be hard hit 
by a slowdown in trav el, 
since 42% 
of foreign ex ­ 
change earnings come from 
tourism. A fantastic real es­ 
tate and tourist boom on 
the Costa Brav a and on Ma­ 
jorca brings thousands of 
v isitors and more or less 
pepnanent residents to Spain. 
It has meant thousands of 
jobs and, therefore, the ag­ 
ing Franco’s problems in 
holding down the political 
lid hav e been eased. 
Secetary of the Treasury 
Henry H. Fowler had hardly 
finished reading his lengthy 


statement on trav el tax es to 
the House Way s and Means 
Committee before members 
of Congress 
were 
raising 
doubts about countries that 
should be ex empted. What 
about Ireland? Thousands of 
Irish-Americans go back to 
the old sod each y ear. Ire­ 
land’s favorable trav el bal­ 
ance was $8 4,000,000 in 1966. 
And what of Israel? Amer­ 
ican J ews with a deep loy alty 
to what ardent Zionists con­ 
sider the J ewish homeland 
make the pilgrimmage y ear 
after y ear. 
In 1966, according to Com­ 
merce Department figures, a 
trip to Europe cost Ameri­ 
can trav elers on the av erage 
$1,070. The av erage stay in 
Europe was 37 day s. Since 
then prices have risen sharp­ 
ly . Fowler gav e the ex ample 
of a trav eler abroad for 30 
day s 
spending 
$700 
apart 
from the cost of air or 
stamship fare. He would be 
tax ed $110, and if his round- 
trip fare was an additional 
$4(W, the transportation tax 
would be $30 for a total bill 
from Uncle Sam of $130. 
How much this would deter 
the av erage trav eler must 
be a guess. 
The impact on those coun­ 
tries that rely on tourism 
will be not only in the trav el 
tax . 'The Treasury package 
calls for reducing the pres­ 
ent duty ex emption of $100 
to $10 and cutting the cur­ 
rent $10 duty -free gift mailed 
back home to $1. This means 
that Aunt Minnie and t h e 
schoolteacher from Wichita 
wUl think twice before buy ­ 
ing knicknacks at the foot of 
the Spanish steps in Rome. 
The threat as the last ses­ 
sion of Congress ended was 
a wav e of import quotas on 
major competitiv e imports. 
A gathering momentum for 
stay -at-home protectionism is 
hardly the way to solv e the 
world’s problems.

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with courage to clear the deck—jettison 
the deadweight—a captain who learned his 
seamanship bey ond the Potomac and the 
Pedernales . . 
And so on, including, inev itably , “ It 
is no time to signal SOS or abandon ship.” 
Well, we think Ford should be made 
to walk the plank for his choice of terms. 
He should be deep-six ed, as he himself 
suggested when he urged the President to 
jettison the deadweight. 
Sailing full-steam aboard a right-wing 
(should we say starboard-wing? ) garbage 
scow, Ford and his GOP shipmates did 
their best to torpedo “ the captain.” 
Instead, the GOP needs to bear a hand, 
learn to occasionally say “ ay e, a y e” or 
else pipe down. They should help put the 
ship on ev en keel, acknowledge that it 
ca n’t lie dead in the water.

WASHINGTON-It is wide­ 
ly assumed that the rela­ 
tions between the govern­ 
ment in Washington and the 
students in the universities 
are about as bad as they 
could be, but this is not nec­ 
essarily so. They can get 
much worse, and under the 
new military draft regula­ 
tions, they could produce a 
political and educational cri­ 
sis. 
Consider the position of 
men completing their four- 
y ear undergraduate c ou r s e 
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this J une. Normally , t h os e 
planning to go on to gradu­ 
ate work would now be ap­ 
ply ing for admission to the 
graduate schools. In the past, 
all graduate students in good 
academic standing were ex ­ 
empt from the draft, a n d 
both they and the graduate 
school administrators could 
plan accordingly . 
But this is no longer so. 
The new draft law continues 
undergraduate 
deferments 
from military duty but abol­ 
ishes draft ex emptions for 
graduate students e x c e p t 
those in certain fields of 
study , which were to be cho­ 
sen by the National Security 
Council. The law also stipu­ 
lates that the oldest candi­ 
dates for the draft — that is 
those nearest to 26 — shall 
be taken first, and since the 
National 
Security 
Council 
has not y et said whether 
mathematicians 
and 
engi­ 
neers are to be ex empt or 
poets and divinity students 
called 
up, 
nobody 
knows 
where he stands.

There are sev eral reasons 
for the present confusion. 
The main one is that Con­ 
gress, 
in 
try ing to 
keep 
graduate schools from being 
a haven for draft-dodgers, 
wrote a law that is not sat­ 
isfactory to the Pentagon, 
let 
a l on e 
the graduate 
schools or the graduate stu­ 
dents. 
Under the “ oldest first” 
stipulation of the law, the 


prospect, according to sta­ 
tistics prepared by the Sci- 
ientific Manpower Commis­ 
sion, is that between one- 
half a n d two-thirds of all 
men inducted by Selectiv e 
Serv ice i n t o the 
Armed 
Forces in the y ear beginning 
nex t J uly will be college 
graduates or those who have 
been in graduate school for 
one y ear. 
In the first place, the grad­ 
uate classes nex t y ear would 
be cut from a minimum of 
15 per cent — the W h i t e 
House figure — to a max i­ 
mum of 40 or ev en 50 per 
cent •— the Council of Grad­ 
uate Schools figure 
and 
the impact of this on the un­ 
dergraduate 
faculties 
of 
many univ ersities would be 
sev ere. 
For ex ample, most of the 
large 
univ ersities rely 
on 
their graduate student^ for 
assistant teaching and lab­ 
oratory jobs. This is not like­ 
ly to be much of a problem 
at Harvard, Yale, Princeton 
and the other heav ily en­ 
dowed univ ersities. But the 
Univ ersity of Mary land at 
College Park has more than 
1,000 such graduate teaching 
assistants and M i c h i g a n 
State at East Lansing has 
more than 2,000.

This is why N a t h a n Pu- 
sey , the president of Har­ 
vard, 
was 
in 
Washington 
this week pointing out that 
the new law would be stop­ 
ping the flow of teachers at 


a time when the growing un-

dergraduate student bodies 
need more teachers every 
y ear. 
Pusey and most of the oth­ 
er college presidents are not 
asking that the graduate stu­ 
dents be ex empt from the 
draft, but merely that the 
“ oldest-first” 
principle 
be 
replaced by some kind of lot­ 
tery sy stem so that the grad­ 
uate students would t a k e 
their chances with the 19- 
y ear-olds and the others. 
The administration favors 
this, too. It may ease the 
problem by 
allowing stu­ 
dents who hav e completed 
one y ear of graduate study 
to continue until they have 
reached the first av ailable 
degree, but it would like to 
see the law changed to avoid 
what President Pusey called 
“ a dev astating cut-off” of 
graduate students. 
This, however, is opposed 
by Sen. Richard Russell, 
D-Ga., 
and 
Rep. 
Mendel 
Riv ers, D-S.C., the chair­ 
man of the two Armed Ser­ 
v ices Committees. The Con­ 
gress in general seems to 
be in a mood to leav e the 
law as it is to “ correct” 
and even to punish gradu­ 
ate students for the special 
priv ileges they have enjoy ed 
in the past. 
The consequences of this, 
however, are not likely to 
be pleasant especially if it

U s u a l l y reliable sources 
said Tuesday night that Pace, 
now a business executive in 
New Yorli, bad been chosen 
as chairman of the 15-man 
board of the nonprofit orga 
nization. They said that his 
appointment, a l o n g with the 
names of several other board 
members, w o u l d be an 
nounced shortly. 
Pace is president of the In­ 
ternational Executive Service 
Corps, a private, nonprofit 
organization designed to pro 
vide companies in developing 
countries with managerial as­ 
sistance. The organization is 
sometimes called the “Busi 
nessman’s Peace Corps.” 
The 55-year-old lawyer as 
sumed that position in 1964 
after 
serving as chairman 
and president of General Dy 
namics Corp. 
The Corporation for Pub­ 
lic Broadcasting was set up 
by legislation last November 
to provide financial

To Be Considered— Prasch 


Supt. .lohn Prasch Tuesday 
lab eled t h e IJncoln Pub lic 
Schools’ practice of teaching 
the minimum numb er of days 
required b y law as “poor" 
and warned that he may rec­ 
ommend a longer school year 
in the future. 
Prasch made the comment 
as he proposed a 175-d a y 
school year for students in 
1tH>849 that was approved b y 
the Board of Education in its 
meeting here. 
Neb raska law requires that 
students b e in school a mini­ 
mum of 175 days each year. 
Needed More Time 
The superintendent said he 
might 
have 
recommended 


more days in next year’s cal­ 
endar if there were more time 
for b oard consideration of 
such a proposal. However, the 
calendar is already late in b e­ 
ing adopted, he explained. 
But Prasch declared that 
b oard memb ers ^'should look 
at a longer scho o l year for 
the future.’* 
The national average is for 
students to b e in school 184 
days, he said, noting the in 
creasing pressure of curricu­ 
lum to teach more content 
and more courses. 
Teachers wlU have 185 duty 
days and five paW holidays 
next year, according to the 
1968-69 calendar.

City Churches Invited To Aid Low Cost Housing 


By DAN DICKMEYER 
Sta r Stra ff Writer 
The Lincoln Housing Au­ 
thority , in its efforts to pro­ 
vide Lincoln with adequate 
low cost housing for the el­ 
derly , was searching for di­ 
rection Tuesday night. 
But it got lost momentari­ 
ly in a squabble about t he 
max imum liquid assets an 
elderly applicant could hold. 
The meeting was called by 
Housing Authority Chairman 
Kenneth King to give invited 
guests — Lincoln clergy and 
church representatives — a 
chance to show interest in pro­ 
viding low cost housing. 
King said that plans f o r 
additional housing for the el­ 
derly "were no longer in ex is­ 
tence” since the defeat of the 
minimum housing code, a re­ 
quirement for obtaining fed­ 
eral housing funds. 


Soon after discussion open­ 
ed, however, King was asked 
to set down the guidelines for 
obtaining the housing. 
King said that one of the 
stipulations was that an ap­ 
plicant’s liquid assets could 
not ex ceed $10,000, but t he 
figure was challenged by Dr. 
Kenneth Bing, a spokesman 
for Eastmount M a n o r , a 
church sponsored retirement 
home. 
“Why set it at such a high 
level and make it (low cost 
housing) available to people 
who can make their own way ,” 
Bing questioned. “ It’s t he 
person with $3,000 and 1 e s s 
(liquid assets) that the church 
should be concerned with.” 
King replied that the $10,000 
figure was within reason. He 
said elderly people are often 
afraid to part with this mon­ 
ey to provide their own hous-

$1.200. 
Bing questioned Hamilton’s 
source and said, “We would 
like to serve the m arket of 
people who can’t pay t h iei r 
own way . We feel we can con­ 
clusively say that $3,500 is the 
max imum level.” 
King replied that “ until we 
prove that we are loading our 
places with people of $10,000 
assets we won’t change it.” 
Bing then left the meeting. 
Several clergy at the meet­ 
ing ex pressed a desire to form 
non-profit corporations which 
would build low Income hous­ 
ing and then lease it to the 
Housing Authority for use in 


its current lease - r e n t pro­ 
gram. 


Rev. Ebb C. Munden of the 
First Methodist Church sug­ 
gested the possibility of sev­ 
eral churches getting togeth­ 
er to finance a housing proj­ 
ect. He added that advance 
assurance was needed so that 
after a project was built it 
would be filled. 
King cited one difficulty of 
moving people away f r o m 
neighborhoods where 
t he i r 
church is located. But he 
added that the Housing Au­ 
thority “ will do any thing we 
can do to make a plan prac­ 
tical and workable.” 
He said he invited all Lin­ 
coln clergy so that when the 
Housing Authority did design 
a plan, no church could say 
it wasn’t invited to partici­ 
pate. He said he thought about 
five churches might be inter- 
i ested.
